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PREFACE. 


Tue following pages are the result of studies made 
during the last winter in the preparation of lessons for 
an adult Bible class, and for the Sunday-school under 
my charge. They therefore merely cover the ground 
gone over in those lessons. I propose, however, as 
soon as possible, to complete a similar arrangement of 
the whole of the four Gospel narratives. 

In preparing this Harmony I have endeavored to so 
interweave the different accounts, given by the four 
Evangelists of the same events, as to give, in their own 
words, one simple and complete narrative. In doing 
this I have not found it necessary to introduce a single 
word or phrase of my own, not even an “and,” “ but,” 
“if” or “then,” to make the record read smoothly. 
And I believe I have not omitted from any one of the 
four Gospel accounts a single word or phrase, excepting 
such as would produce only needless tautology if used. 
Every word in the authorized version which is found 
in any one of the Gospel narratives, and which is not 
found in another, or which gives any different shade of 


~ 
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meaning by the connection in which it stands, or which 
-ean be used at all without useless repetition, is faith- 
fully recorded in its legitimate and natural connection, 
and the reference is given. If any word or phrase has 
been omitted, it has been, not because it could not be 
introduced, but because it has been inadvertently over- 
looked. So remarkable and perfect is the unity of the 
Gospel records, that not a single word, however small, 
is superfluous or unmeaning. 

It will be seen that the plan of this work is very 
similar to that of the “Historical and Chronological” 


arrangement of “the New Testament, by the Rev. Geo. 


Townsend,” and to the “ Footsteps of Jesus, by Robert 
Mimpriss,” both English works, as well as to that more 
recently issued in this country, entitled “ The Last Days 
of our Saviour,” by Rev. Chas. D. Cooper of Phila- 
delphia. And I take pleasure in acknowledging 
my indebtedness to each of these for many valuable 
suggestions. Whilst the plan is similar, however, it 
will be found that the execution of it is radically differ- 
ent, inasmuch as each of these aim simply to give a 
connected narrative of the events, whereas this attempt 
is to give a connected arrangement of the words, of 
Gospel history. In them no other words are used, it is 


true, but those found in the four Gospels, but their 


design did not call for the use of every word. But in 


this arrangement every word is recognized as a pearl 


isle

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of price, and every phrase as a thread of gold; and 
the attempt has been, in the spirit of prayer, to so 
weave all together as to produce a royal fabric, where 
the warp is God’s truth, and the woof the rich un- 
foldings of his grace; and the whole is presented as an 
offering of praise to the King of kings. 

When we read the writings of the Evangelists sepa- 
rately, we are very apt to think of the events and inci- 
dents as very different from those of our every-day life. 
The time was so long ago, and the place where they 
occurred so far away, and the narrations themselves are 
so brief and varied and sometimes so apparently con- 
tradictory, that it is difficult to realize that Jesus ad- 
ministered to men of like passions with ourselves. But 
when we weave all these several narratives together, and 
thus obtain a full account of each incident, it is won- 
derful how vivid and natural they become. 

But over and above such considerations as these, 
such a Harmony furnishes one of the strongest proofs 
of the inspiration of the Holy Scriptures. In the four 
Gospels of Matthew, Mark, Luke and John we have 
the records of certain facts and events given by four 
different men, for very different purposes and at widely 
differing times. And when we undertake to harmonize 
these accounts, we have before us very much the same 
work as devolves upon him who undertakes to arrange 
the testimony of several witnesses in a court of justice, 
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so as to arrive ata just conclusion. In any such at- 
tempt the reliability of the witnesses would be sufficiently 
vindicated if in any general sense their testimony 
agreed. When this test is applied to the Gospel wit- 
nesses, however, it is found that, not only do their re- 
cords agree in their general character, but that even the 
very words in which those records are given can be so 
arranged, without distorting them in the least from their 
legitimate connections, as to give every word that each 
one utters, and form a clear, full and connected account 
of each event. Were these writings merely human 
productions, could it be possible for such a result to be 
attained? Rather does not this wonderful harmony 
of parts, show most conclusively that the whole was the 
work ofa higher wisdom than that of man? and that 
although written by the hands of different men, at 
different times and places, and addressed to different 
people, yet they all “wrote as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost,” and all recorded “the mind of one 
and the same Spirit ?” . 

_ This being the case, it is not surprising that such a 
Harmony should remove, without difficulty, the apparent 
discrepancies and contradictions which have so often 
proved stumbling-blocks to faith, and have been so re- 
peatedly used as arguments to disprove the truth of 
Scripture. It will be found that these apparent contra- 
dictions will not only disappear, but that the natural- 
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ness and force of the record would be very materially 
marred if they did not exist. 

With such results to be attained, how forcible does 
the injunction become, “ Search the Scriptures,” “ com- 
paring spiritual things with spiritual!’ And what 
unfoldings of truth are lost to those who merely read 
the sacred Word as an ordinary book, without recog- 
nizing that it reveals the mind of God! Rather let 
us “so read, mark, learn and inwardly digest’’ these 
sacred words, that “‘we may embrace and ever hold 
fast the blessed hope of everlasting life, which is given 
to us in our Saviour Jesus Christ.” ge Ba

Jesus said unto him,

with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength. 
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39. This is the first and great command- 


ment. And the second is like unto it, 
namely, this, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself. There is none 
other commandment greater than these. 
On these two commandments hang all 
the law and the prophets. 


, 34. And the scribe said unto him, Well, 


Master, thou hast said the truth, for 
there is one God; and there is none 
other but he. And to love him with all 
the heart, and with all the understand- 
ing, and with all the soul, and with all 
the strength, and to love his neighbor as 
himself, is more than all whole burnt- 
offerings and sacrifices. And when Jesus 
saw that he answered discreetly, he said 
unto him, Thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God. 

Then certain of the scribes answering, 
said, Master, thou hast well said. 

And no man after that durst ask him 
any question. 

After that they durst not ask him any 
question at all. : 

While the Pharisees were gathered 
together, Jesus asked them, 


. while he taught in the temple, 


saying, What think ye of Christ? 
whose Son is he? They say unto him, 
The Son of David. 
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35. And Jesus answered, and 

43. he saith unto them, How then doth 
David in spirit call him Lord ? 

41. And he said unto them, 

35. How say the scribes that Christ is the 
son of David? 

41. How say they that Christ is David’s son? 

36: For David himself said by the Holy 
Ghost, 

42. in the book of Psalms, 

43, 44. saying, The Lord said unto my Lord, 


Sit thou on my right hand, till I make 
thine enemies thy footstool. 

David therefore himself ealleth him 
Lord. 
44. How 
OT: and whence is he then his son ? 
45, 46. If David then call him Lord, how is 
he his son? And no man was able to 
answer him a word, neither durst any 
man from that day forth ask him any 
more questions. 

And the common people heard him 
gladly.

CHAPTER X. 


Jesus denounces the Scribes and Pharisees as Hypocrites ; and 
commends the Widow's Gift. 


Matt. 23: 1-10. THEN spake Jesus to the multitude, 
and to his disciples, s saying, The scribes 
and the Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat: 
all therefore whatsoever they bid you ob- 
serve, that observe and do; but do not 
ye after their works: for they say,and do 
not. For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them on 
men’s shoulders ; but they themselves will 
not move them with one of their fingers. 

But all their works they do for to be 
seen of men. They make broad their 
phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of 
their garments, and love the uppermost 
rooms at feasts, and the chief seats in the 
synagogues, and greetings in the markets, 
and to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. 

But be not ye called Rabbi: for one is 
your Master, even Christ; and all ye are 
brethren. And call no man your Father 
upon the earth: for one is your Father, 
which isin heaven. Neither be ye called 


masters: for one is your Master, even 
44 
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Matt. 23: 10-19. Christ. But he that is greatest among 
| you shall be your servant. And whosoever 
shall exalt himself shall be abased ; and he 
that shall humble himself shall be exalted. 

But woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! for ye shut up the 
kingdom of heaven against men: for ye 
neither go in yourselves, neither suffer 
ye them that are entering to go in. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites ! for ye devour widows’ houses, 
and for a pretence make long prayer: 
therefore ye shall receive the greater 
damnation. 

Woe unto you scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye compass sea and land 
to make one proselyte; and when he is 
made, ye make him twofold more the 
child of hell than yourselves. 

Woe unto you, ye blind guides, which 
say, Whosoever shall swear by the tem- 
ple, it is nothing; but whosoever shall 
swear by the gold of the temple, he isa 
debtor! Ye fools and blind: for whether 
is greater, the gold, or the temple that 
sanctifieth the gold? 

And, Whosoever shall swear by the altar, 
it is nothing ; but whosoever sweareth by 
the gift that is upon it, he is guilty. Ye 
fools and blind: for whether is greater, the 
gift, or the altar that sanctifieth the gift ? 
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Matt, 23: 20-29. Whoso therefore shall swear by the 


altar, sweareth by it, and by all things 
thereon. And whoso shall swear by the 
temple, sweareth by it, and by him that 


“dwelleth therein. And he that shall 


swear by heaven, sweareth by the throne 
of God, and by him that sitteth thereon. 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of mint and 
anise and cummin, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law—judgment, 
mercy, and faith: these ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other undone. 
Ye blind guides, which strain at a gnat, 
and swallow a camel. 3 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye make clean the outside 
of the cup and of the platter, but within 
they are full of extortion and excess. 
Thou blind Pharisee, cleanse first that 
which is within the cup and platter, that 
the outside of them may be clean also. 
Woe unto you, scribes and_Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye are like unto whited 
sepulchres, which indeed appear beautiful 
outward, but are within full of dead men’s 
bones, and of all uncleanness. Even so 
ye also outwardly appear righteous unto — 
men, but within ye are full of hypocrisy 
and iniquity. 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
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Matt. 23: 29-39. hypocrites! because ye build the 
tombs of the prophets, and garnish the 
sepulchres of the righteous, and say, If 
we had been in the days of our fathers, 
we would not have-been partakers with 
them in the blood of the prophets. 
Wherefore ye be witnesses unto your- 
selves, that ye are the children of them 
which killed the prophets. Fill ye up 
then the measure of your fathers. Ye 
serpents, ye generation of vipers, how can 
ye escape the damnation of hell? 

Wherefore, behold, I send unto you 
prophets, and wise men, and scribes: and 
some of them ye shall kill and crucify ; 
and some of them shall ye scourge in 
your synagogues, and persecute them 
from city to city; that upon you may 
come all the righteous blood shed upon 
the earth, from the blood of righteous 
Abel unto the blood of Zacharias son of 
Barachias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and the altar. Verily I say unto 
you, All these things shall come upon 
this generation. 

O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
vether, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would 
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not! Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate. For I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me henceforth, till ye shall 
say, Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord! 


. And 


then in the audience of all the people, 


. he said unto them, 


(his disciples, ) 


. in his doctrine, Beware of the scribes 
. which desire to walk in long robes ; 

. which love to go in long clothing, 

. and love greetings in the markets. 


and salutations in the market-places, 


. and the highest, 


chief seats in the synagogues, 


. and the chief, 


uppermost rooms at feasts ; 
which devour widows’ houses, and for 
a show, 

and for a pretence, make long prayers : 
these shall receive greater damnation ; 

the same shall receive greater dam- 
nation. 

And Jesus sat over against the treasury 
and beheld how the people cast money 
into the treasury: and many that were 
rich cast in much. 

And he looked up and saw the rich 
men casting their gifts into the treasury. 

And there came a certain poor widow, 


Luke 21: 2. 
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and she threw in two mites which make 
a farthing. 

And he saw also a certain poor widow 
casting in thither two mites. 


Mark 12: 43, 44. ad he called unto him his disciples, 


and saith unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast more 
in than all they which have cast into the 
treasury. Tor all they did cast in of 
their abundance: but she of her want 
did cast in all that she had, even all her 
living. 


Luke 21:3,4. And he said, Of a truth, I say unto 


you, that this poor widow hath cast in 
more than they all; for all these have 
of their abundance cast in unto the offer- 
ings of God; but she of her penury hath 
cast in all the living that she had. 


CHAPTER XI. 


Certain Greeks desire to see Jesus, and he, answering them, de- 
clures that “the hour is come that the Son of Man should be 


glorified, 


and shows the effect of believing on him, Also 


general observations upon the results of his teaching. 


John 12: 20-27. Anp there were certain Greeks among 
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them that came up to worship at the feast. 
The same came therefore to Philip, which 
was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired 
him, saying, Sir, we would see Jesus. 
Philip cometh and telleth Andrew: and 
again Andrew and Philip tell Jesus. 

And Jesus answered them, saying, 
The hour is come, that the Son of man 
should be glorified. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Except a corn of wheat fall 
into the ground and die, it abideth alone: 
but if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. 
He that loveth his life shall lose it; and 
he that hateth his life in this world shall 
keep it unto life eternal. If any man 
serve me, let him follow me; and where 
I am, there shall also my servant be: if 
any man serve me, him will my Father 
honor. 

Now is wy soul troubled; and what 
shall I say? Father, save me from this 
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John 12: 27-34. hour: but for this cause came I unto

this hour. Father glorify thy name. 
Then came there a voice from heaven, 
saying, I have both glorified it, and will 
glorify it again. 

The people therefore that stood by, 
and heard it, said that it thundered: 
others said, An angel spake to him. 
Jesus answered and said, This voice 
came not because of me, but for your 
sakes. Now is the judgment of this 
world: now shall the prince of this 
world be cast out. And I, if I be lifted 
up from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me. ‘This he said, signifying what 
death he should die. The people an- 
swered him, We have heard out of the 
law that Christ abideth for ever: and 
how sayest thou, The Son of man must 
be lifted up? who is this Son of man ?: 
Jesus cried and said, 

I am come a light into the world, that 
whosoever believeth on me should not 
abide in darkness. 


John 12: 44, 45. He that believeth on me, believeth not 


John 12: 35, 


on me, but on him that sent me. And he 
that seeth me, seeth him that sent me. 

36. Then Jesus said unto them, Yet a 
little while is the light with you. Walk 
while ye have the light, lest darkness 
come upon you: for he that walketh in 
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darkness knoweth not whither he goeth. 
While ye have light, believe in the light, 
that ye may be the children of light. 

John 12: 47-50. And, if any man hear my words, and 
believe not, I judge him not: for I came, 
not to judge the world, but to save the 
world. He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one that 
judgeth him; the word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in the 
last day. For I have not spoken of my- 
self; but the Father which sent me, he 
gave me a commandment, what I should | 
say, and what I should speak. And I 
know that his commandment is life ever- 
lasting; whatsoever I speak therefore, 
even as the Father said unto me, so I 
speak. 

John 12: 36-41. These things spake Jesus, and de- 
parted, and did hide himself from them. 
But though he had done so many miracles 
before them, yet they believed not on 
him, that the saying of ~Hsaias the . 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he 
spake, Lord, who hath believed our re- 
port ? and to whom hath the arm of the 
Lord been revealed? ‘Therefore they 
could not believe, because that Esaias _ 
said again, He hath blinded their eyes, 
and hardened their heart; that they 
should not see with their eyes, nor under- 
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stand with their heart, and be converted, 
and I should heal them. These things 
said Hsaias, when he saw his glory, and 
spake of him. 

John 12: 42, 43. Nevertheless, among the chief rulers 

also many believed on him; but because 
of the Pharisees, they did not confess 
him, lest they should be put out of the 
synagogue. Tor they loved the praise 
of men more than the praise of God. 


CHAPTER XIU. 


Jesus foretells the destruction of the Temple, and answers the inquiry 
of the disciples, ““ What shall be the sign when all these things 
shall be fulfilled, and of thy coming, and of the end of the world.”

But for the 
elect’s sake, whom he hath chosen, he ~ 
hath shortened the days; 

Matt. 24:22. for the elect’s sake those days shall be 
shortened. 

Mark 13:21. And then if any man shall say to you, 
Lo! here is Christ; or lo, he is there;

For there shall arise false Christs and 

false prophets, and shall show great 

signs and wonders; insomuch that, if it 
were possible, they shall deceive the very 
elect.

elect. But take ye heed; behold, I have

Wherefore if they shall say unto you, 
Behold, he is in the desert ; go not forth. 
Behold, he is in the secret chambers ; be- 
lieve it not. For as the lightning cometh 
out of the east, and shineth even unto 
the west; so shall also the coming of the 
Son of man be.

While the bridegroom tarried, they all 
slumbered and slept. And at midnight 
there was a cry made, Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to meet him.

But he 
answered and said, Verily I say unto 
you, L know you not.

The Parable of the Talents. 


,. Matt. 25: 14-20. For the kingdom of heaven is as a 
man traveling into a far country, who 
called his own servants and delivered 
unto them his goods. And unto one he 
gave five talents, to another two, and to 
another one; to every man according to 
his several ability ; and straightway took 
his journey. 

Then he that had received the five 
talents went and traded with the same, 
and made them other five talents. And 
likewise he that had received two, he 

: also gained other two. But he that had 

received one went and digged in the 

earth, and hid his lord’s money. 

After a long time the lord of those ser- 
vants cometh, and reckoneth with them. 
And so he that had received five talents 
came and brought other five talents, say- 
ing, Lord, thou deliveredst unto me five 
talents: behold, I have gained beside 
them five talents more. 
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Matt. 25: 21-28. His lord said unto him, Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant: thou 
hast been faithful over a few things, I. 
will make thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into the joy of thy lord. 

He also that had received two talents 
came and said, Lord, thou deliveredst 
unto me two talents: behold, I have 
gained two other talents beside them. 

His lord said unto him, Well done, 
good and faithful servant; thou hast — 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things: enter 
thou into the joy of thy lord. 

Then he which had received the one 
talent came and said, Lord, I knew thee 
that thou art a hard man, reaping where 
thou hast not sown, and gathering where 
thou hast not strawed: and [ was afraid, 
and went and hid thy talent in the earth : 
lo, there thou hast that is-thine. 

‘His lord answered and said unto him, 
Thon wicked and slothful servant, thou 
knewest that I reap where I sowed not, 
and gather where I have not strawed: 
thou oughtest therefore to have put my 
money to the exchangers, and then at 
my coming I should have received mine 
own with usury. 

Take therefore the talent from him, pe 
give it unto him which hath ten talents. 
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Matt. 25: 29, 30. For unto every one that hath shall be 
given, and he shall have abundance: but 
from him that hath not shall be taken 
away even that which he hath. And 
cast ye the unprofitable servant into 
outer darkness: there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. 


The Separation of the Sheep from the Goats. 


Matt. 25: 31-37. When the Son of man shall come in 
his glory, and all the holy angels with 
him, then shall he sit upon the throne 
of his glory: and before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he shall sepa- 
rate them one from another, as a shep- 
herd divideth his sheep from the goats: 
and he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left. 

Then shall the king say unto them on 
his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world. 
For I was a hungered, and ye gave me 
meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me 

. drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me 
in: naked, and ye clothed me: I was sick, 
and ye visited me: I was in prison, and 
ye came unto me. 

Then shall the righteous answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee a hun- 
gered, and fed thee? or thirsty, and 
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Matt. 25 : 38-46. gave thee drink? When saw we thee 
a stranger, and took thee in? or naked, 
and clothed thee? Or when saw we thee 
sick, or in prison, and came unto thee? 

And the King shall answer and say 
unto them, Verily I say unto you, Inas- 
much as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me. 

Then shall he say also unto them on the 
left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels. For I was a 
hungered, and ye gave me no meat: I 
was thirsty, and ye gave me no drink: I 
was a stranger, and ye took me not in: 
naked, and ye clothed me not: sick, and 
in prison, and ye visited me not. 

Then shall they also answer him, say- 
ing, Lord, when saw we thee a hungered, 
or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or 
sick, or in prison, and did not minister . 
unto thee ? 

Then shall he answer them, saying, 
Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye 
did it not to one of the least of these, ye 
did it not to me. And these shall go 
away into everlasting punishment: but 
the righteous into life eternal. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


Two days before the feast of the Passover, the Jews consult how 
they may “take Jesus by subtlety and kill him.” 


Luke 22: 1. Now the feast of unleavened bread 
drew nigh which is called the pass- 
over. 

Mark 14:1, 2. (After two days was the feast of the 
passover, and of unleavened bread.) 
And the chief priests and the scribes 
sought how they might take him by 
craft, and put him to death. But they 
said, Not on the feast-day, lest there be 
an uproar of the people. 

Matt. 26: 1-3. And it came to pass when Jesus had 
finished all these sayings, he said unto 
his disciples, Ye know that after two 
days is the feast of the passover, and the 
Son of man is betrayed to be crucified. 
Then assembled together ‘the chief 
priests and the scribes, and the elders of 
the. people unto the palace of the high 
priest, who was called Caiaphas. 

Luke 22: 2. And the chief priests and _ scribes 
sought how they might kill him, 

Matt. 26: 4,5. and consulted that they might take 
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Jesus by subtlety, and kill him. But — 
they said, Not on the feast-day, lest there 
be an uproar among the people. . 
Yor they feared the people.

CHAPTER XV. 


The feast in the house of Simon the Leper, in Bethany. Mary 
anoints the feet of Jesus; his Disciples murmur against her 
and he publicly rebukes them, and especially Judas Iscariot, 
who goes out and covenants to betray him.

But the chief 
priests consulted that they might put 
Lazarus also to death, because that by 
reason of him many of the Jews went 
away and believed on Jesus. 

And being in Bethany, in the house 
of Simon the Leper, as he sat at meat, 
there came unto him a woman, 
Mary, 

having an alabaster box of very pre- 

cious ointment; 


having an alabaster box of ointment 
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of spikenard, very precious. And she 
brake the box, and 

then took... . a pound of ointment 
of spikenard, very costly, and anointed 
the feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet with 
her hair ; 

and poured it on his head, as he sat at 
meat. 

And the house was filled with the odor 
of the ointment. 


: 4,5. And there were some that had indig- 


nation within themselves and said, Why 
was this waste of the ointment made? 
For it might have been sold for more 
than three hundred pence, and have been 
given to the poor. 


: 8,9. But when his disciples saw it, they had 


indignation, saying, ‘lo what purpose is 
this waste? for this ointment might have 
been sold for much and given to the poor. 


: 4-6. Then saith one of his disciples, Judas 


Iscariot, Simon’s son, which should be-— 
tray him, Why was not this ointment 
sold for three hundred pence and given 
to the poor? This he said, not that he 
cared for the poor; but because he was 
a thief, and had the bag, and bare what 
was put therein.

Wheresoever this gospel shall be 
preached throughout the whole world, 
this also that she hath done shall be 
spoken of for a memorial of her. 

Then entered Satan into Judas sur- 
named Iscariot, being of the number of 
the twelve.

Iscariot, went unto the chief’ priests 
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to betray him unto them.

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CHAPTER XVII. 


A strife occurring among the Disciples as they sit down to eat, 
as to which should be accounted the greatest, Jesus rebukes them, 
ajter distributing the first cup, by washing their feet himself, 
and then explains his action. 


John 13: 1. Now before the feast of the passover, 
when Jesus knew that his hour was come 
that he should depart out of this world 
unto the Father, having loved his own 
which were in the world, he loved them 
unto the end. 

Mark 14:17. And in the evening he cometh with 
the twelve. 

Luke 22:14. And when the hour was come he sat 
down, and the twelve apostles with him. 

Luke 22:24. And there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be accounted the 
greatest. 

Matt. 26: 20. | Now when the even was come he sat 
down with the twelve, 

Luke 22: 15-18. and he said unto them, With desire 
I have desired to eat this passover with 
you before I suffer. For I say unto you, 
I will not any more eat thereof, until it 
be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And 


he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
ek: 
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said, Take this, and divide it among 
yourselves. For I say unto you. I will 
not drink of the fruit of the vine, until - 
the kingdom of God shall come. 


John 13: 2-10. And supper being ended (the devil 


having now put into the heart of Judas 
Iscariot, Simon’s son, to betray him); 
Jesus knowing that the Father had 
given all things into his hands, and that 
he was come from God, and went to 
God, he riseth from supper, and laid 
aside his garments, and took a towel. 
and girded himself. After that he pour- 
eth water into a basin and began to wash 
the disciples’ feet, and to wipe them with 
the towel wherewith he was girded. 

Then cometh he to Simon Peter; and 
Peter saith unto him, Lord, dost thou 
wash my feet ? 

Jesus answered and said unto him, 
What I do thou knowest net now; but 
thou shalt know hereafter. 

Peter saith unto him, Thou shalt never 
wash my feet. 

Jesus answered him, If I wash thee 
not, thou hast no part with me. ; 

Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, 
not my feet only, but also my hands and 
my head. 

Jesus saith to him, He that is washed 
needeth not save to wash his feet, but is 
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John 13: 10-17. clean every whit: and ye are clean, 
but not all. For he knew who should 
betray him; therefore said he, Ye are 
not all clean. 

So after he had washed their feet and 
had taken his garments, and was set 
down again, he said unto them, Know 
ye what I have done to you? Ye call 
me Master and Lord; and ye say well; 
for solam. If I then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet, ye also 
ought to wash one another’s feet. For 
I have given you an example that ye 
should do as I have done to you. Verily, 
verily, [ say unto you, The servant is 
not greater than his lord; neither he 
that is sent greater than he that sent 
him. If ye know these things, happy 

are ye if ye do them.. 

Luke 22: 25-25, And he said unto them, The kings 

: of the Gentiles exercise lordship over 

them; and they that exercise authority 

upon them are called benefactors. But 
ye shall not be so: but he that is greatest 
among you, let him be as the younger ; 
and he that is chief, as he that doth 
serve. For whether is greater, he that 
sitteth at meat, or he that serveth? Is 
not he that sitteth at meat? but I am 
among you as he that serveth. Ye are

Jesus declares that one of the Disciples shall betray him. 
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When Jesus had thus said, 
and as they sat and did eat, 

he was troubled in spirit, and testified, 
and said, 

But, behold, the hand of him 
that betrayeth me is with me on the 
table. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, that 
one of you shall betray me— 

one of you which eateth with me 
shall betray me. 

And truly the Son of man goeth as it 
was determined ; but woe unto that man 
by whom he is betrayed. 


. And they began to be sorrowful. 


And they were exceeding sorrowful, 
and began every one of them to say unto 
him, 

one by one, Is it I? 

Lord, is it 1? 
20. and another said, Isit I? And he 
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answered and said unto them, It is one 
of the twelve, that dippeth with me in 
the dish ; 

23. he that dippeth his hand with me in 
the dish, the same shall betray me. 

21. The Son of man indeed goeth as it is 
written of him; but woe to that man by 
whom the Son of man is_ betrayed! 
Good were it for that man if he had 
never been born ; 

24. it had been good for that man if he 
had not been born. 

22. Then the disciples looked one on an- 
other, doubting of whom he spake. 

23. And they began to inquire among 
themselves, which of them it was that 
should do this thing. 

23-26. Now there was leaning on Jesus’ 
bosom one of his disciples, whom Jesus 
loved. Simon Peter therefore beckoned 
to him, that he should ask'who it should 
be of whom he spake. He then lying on 
Jesus’ breast saith unto him, Lord, who 
is it? Jesus answered, He it is to whom 
I shall give a sop when I have dipped it. 
And when he had dipped the sop, he 
gave it to Judas Iscariot, the son of 
Simon. 

25. Then Judas which betrayed him, an- 
swered and said, Master, is it 1? He 
said unto him, Thou hast said. 
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John 13: 27-36. And after the sop Satan entered into 
him. Then said Jesus unto him, That 
thou doest, do quickly. Now no man at 
the table knew for what intent he spake 
this unto him. For some of them 
thought, because Judas had the bag, 
that Jesus had said unto him, Buy those 
things that we have need of against 
the feast: or, that he should give some- 
thing to the poor. He then, having 
received the sop, went immediately out ; 
and it was night. 

Therefore, when he was gone out, 
Jesus said, Now is the Son of man glori- 
fied, and God is glorified in him. If 
God be glorified in him, God shall 
also glorify him in himself, and shall 
straightway glorify him. Little chil- 
dren, yet a little while I am with 
you. Ye shall seek me; and as I said 
unto the Jews, Whither [ go ye cannot 
come; so now I say to you. A new 
commandment I give unto you, That 
ye love one another; as I have loved 
you that ye also love one another. By 
this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another. 

Simon Peter said unto him, Lord 
whither goest thou ? 

Jesus answered him, Whither [ go, 
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John 13: 36-38. thou canst not follow me now; but 
thou shalt follow me afterwards, 

Peter said unto him, Lord, why can- © 
not I follow thee now? I will lay down 
my life for thy sake. 

Jesus answered him, Wilt thou lay 
down thy life for my sake? Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, The cock shall 
not crow, till thou hast denied me thrice. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 


The Institution of the Lord’s Supper, and the discourse of Jesus, 
in which he promises that the Comforter shall come. 
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23-25. And they all drank of it. 


AND as they were eating, Jesus took 
bread, 
and gave thanks, 
and blessed it, and brake it, and gave it 
unto them, 
(to the disciples), and said, Take, 
eat; this is my body, 
this is my body which is given for you; 
this do in remembrance of me. 
And 
likewise also, _ 
he took the cup, 
after supper, 
and gave thanks. 
And when he had given thanks, he 
gave it to them, 
saying, Drink ye all of it. 
This cup is the new testament in my 
blood, which is shed for you. 
And he 
said unto them, This is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed for many. 


Verily I say unto you, I will drink no 
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more of the fruit of the vine, until that 
day that [ drink it new in the kingdom 
of God. 

Matt. 26: 28, 29. For this is my blood of the new tes- 
tament, which is shed for many, for the 
remission of sins. But I say unto you, I 
will not drink henceforth of this fruit of 
the vine, until that day when I drink it 
new with you in my Father’s kingdom. 

John 14: 1-8. Let not your heart be troubled: ye 
believe in God, believe alsoin me. In 
my Father’s house are many mansions: 
if it were not so, I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you. And if 
I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto my- 
self; that where I am, there ye may be 
also. And whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know. 

Thomas saith unto him, Lord, we know 
not whither thou goest; and how can we 
know the way? 

Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me. If ye had 
known me, ye should have known my’ 
Father also: and from henceforth ye 
know him, and have seen him. 

Philip saith unto him, Lord, show us 
the Father, and it sufficeth us. 

Jesus saith unto him, Have I been so 
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John 14: 9-18. long time with you, and yet hast thou 
not known me, Philip? he that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father; and how say- 
est thou then, Show us the Father’? 
Believest thou not that [ am in the 
Father, and the Father in me? the 
words that I speak unto you I speak 
not of myself; but the Father that 
dwelleth in me, he doeth the works. 
Believe me that I am in the Father, and 
the Father in me: or else believe me 
for the very works’ sake. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go unto my 
Father. And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my name, that will I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. If ye shall 
ask anything in my name, I will do it. 

If ye love me, keep my command- 
ments. And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comforter, that 
he may abide with you for ever; even 
the Spirit of truth ; whom the world can- 
not receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you. 

I will not leave you comfortless ; I will 
come to you. Yet a little while, and the 
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John 14: 19-27. world seeth me no more; but ye see 
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me: because I live, ye shall live also. 


At that day ye shall know that I am in 


my Father, and ye in.me, and I in you. 
He that hath my commandments, and 
keepeth them, he it is that loveth me: 
and he that loveth me shall be loved of 
my Father, and I will love him, and will 
manifest myself to him. 

Judas saith unto him (not Iscariot), 
Lord, how is it that thou wilt manifest 
thyself unto us, and not unto the world? 

Jesus answered and said unto him, If 
a man love me, he will keep my words: 
and my Father will love him, and we 
will come unto him, and make our abode 
with him. He that loveth me not keep- 
eth not my sayings: and the word which 


ye hear is not mine, but the Father's 


which sent me. 
These things have I spoken unto you, 


being yet present with you. But the 


Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, whatso- 
ever I have said unto you. 

Peace I leave with you, my peace I 
give unto you: not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye 
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John 14: 28-31. have heard how I said unto you, I go 
away, and come again unto you. If ye 
loved me, ye would rejoice, because I 
said, | go unto the Father: for my 
Father is greater than I. And now I 
have told you before it come to pass, 
that, when it is come to pass, ye might 
believe. Hereafter I will not talk much 
with you: for the prince of this world 
cometh and hath nothing in me. But 
that the world may know that I love 
the Father; and as the Father gave me 
commandment, even sol do. Arise, let 
us go hence. 


As they prepare to leave the swpper-table, Jesus continues his dis- 


CHAPTER XX. 


course, with the Allegory of the Vine and its branches. 


John 15:1-8. Iam the true vine, and, my father is 


the husbandman. Every branch in me 
that .beareth not fruit he taketh away: 
and every branch that beareth fruit, he 
purgeth it, that it may bring forth more 


fruit. Now ye are clean through the 


word which I have spoken unto you. 
Abide in me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine; no more can ye, 
except ye abide in me. 

J am the vine, ye are the. branches. 


He that abideth in me, and I in him, 


the same bringeth forth much fruit; for 
without me ye can do nothing. If a 
man abide not in me, he is cast forth as 


a branch, and is withered; and men | 


gather them, and cast them into the fire, 
and they are burned. 

if ye abide in me, and my words abide 
in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it 
shall be done unto you. Herein is my 
Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit ; 
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John 15: 9-19. so shall ye be my disciples. As the 
Father hath loved me, so have I loved 
you: continue yeinmy love. If ye keep | 
my commandments, ye shall abide in my 
love; even as I have kept my Father’s 
commandments, and abide in his love. 
These things have I spoken unto you, 
that my joy might remain in you, and 
that your joy might be full. 

This is my commandment, That ye 
love one another, as I have loved you. 
Greater love hath no man than this, that 
aman lay down his life for his friends. 
Ye are my friends, if ye do whatsoever [ 
command you. 

Henceforth I call you not servants; 
for the servant knoweth not what his 
lord doeth: but I have called ‘you 
friends; for all things that I have heard 
of my Father I have made known unto 
you. Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you, and ordained you, that 
ye should go and bring forth fruit, and 
that your fruit should remain; that 
whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father 
in my name, he may give it you. 

These things I command you, that ye 
love one another. If the world hate you, 
ye know that it hated me before it hated 
you. If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own; but because ye are 
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John 15: 19-27. not of the world, but I have chosen 


John 16: 1, 2. 


you out of the world, therefore tue 
world, hateth you. Remember the word 
that I said unto you, The servant is not 
ereater than his lord. If they have per- 
secuted me, they will also persecute you ; 
if they have kept my saying, they will 
keep yours also. But all these things 
will they do unto you for my name’s sake, 
because they know not him that sent me. 

If I had not come and spoken unto 
them, they had not had sin; but now 
they have no cloak for their sin. He 
that hateth me hateth’my Father also. 
If I had not done among them the 
works which none other man did, they 
had not had sin: but now have they 
both seen and hated both me and my 
Father. But this cometh to pass, that 
the word might be fulfilled that is writ- 
ten in their law, They hated me without 
a cause. 

But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 


Father, even the Spirit of truth, which , 


proceedeth from the Father, he shall tes- 
tify of me: and ye also shall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from the 
beginning. 
These things have I spoken unto you, 


that ye should not be offended. They 
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John 16: 2-13. shall put you out of the synagogues: 
yea, the time cometh, that whosoever 
killeth you will think that he doeth God 
service. And these things will they do 
unto you, because they have not known 
the Father, nor me. But these things 
have I told you, that when the time shall 
come, ye may remember that I told you of 
them. And these things I said not unto 
you at the beginning, because I was with 
you. But now I go my way to him that 
sent me; and none of you asketh me, 
Whither goest thou? But because I 
have said these things unto you, sorrow 
hath filled your heart. 

Nevertheless [ tell you the truth; it 
is expedient for you that I go away: for 
if I go not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you; but if I depart, I will 
send him unto you. And when he is 
come, he will reprove the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judgment: 

; of sin, because they believe not on me; of 
righteousness, because I go to my Father, 
and ye see me no more; of judgment, 
because the prince of this world is judged. 

I have yet many things to say unto you, 
but ye cannot bear them now. Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
will guide you into all truth: for he 
shall not speak of himself; but whatso- 
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John 16: 13-21. ever he shall hear, that shall he speale 4 
and he will show you things to come. — 
He shall glorify me: for he shall receive 
of mine, and shall show it unto you. 
All things that the Father hath are 
mine: therefore said I, that he shall 
take of mine, and shall show it unto you. 
A little while and ye shall not see me: 
and again, a little while, and ye shall see 
me, because I go to the Father. 

Then said some of his disciples among 
themselves, What is this that he saith 
unto us, A little while and ye shall not 
see me: and again, a little while, and ye 
shall see me: and, Because I go to the 
Father? They said therefore, What is 
this that he saith, A little while? we 
cannot tell what he saith. 

Now Jesus knew that they were de- 
sirous to ask him, and said unto them, 


Do ye inquire among yourselves of that a 
I said, A little while, and ye shall not 
see me: and again, a little while, and ye 
shall see me? Verily, verily, say unto ~ 
you, That ye shall weep and lament, but 
the world shall rejoice; and ye shall be 
sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be turned 
into joy. 4 

A woman when she is in travail hath 
sorrow, because her hour is come: but 
as soon as she is delivered of the child, 


John 16: 21- 
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30. she remembereth no more the anguish, 
for joy that a man is born into the world. 
And ye now therefore have sorrow: but 
I will see you again, and your heart 
shall rejoice, and your joy no man taketh 
from you. And in that day ye shall ask 
me nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father 
in my name, he will give it you. Hither- 
to have ye asked nothing in my name: 
ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy 
may be full. 

These things have I spoken unto you 
in proverbs: but the time cometh when 
I shall no more speak unto you in pro- 
verbs, but I shall show you plainly of 
the Father. At that day ye shall ask 
in my name: and [I say not unto you, 
that I will pray the Father for you: for 
the Father himself loveth you, because 
ye have loved me, and have believed 
that I came out from God. I came 
forth from the Father, and am come 
into the world: again, I leave the world, 
and go to the Father. 

His disciples said unto him, Lo, now 
speakest thou plainly, and speakest no 
proverb. Now are we sure that thou 
knowest all things, and needest not that 
any man should ask thee: by this we 
believe that thou camest forth from God. 
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John 16: 31-33. Jesus answered them, Do ye now be- 
, lieve? Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is 
now come, that ye shall be scattered, 
every man to his own, and shall leave me 
alone: and yet I am not alone, because 
the Father is with me. These things I 
have spoken unto you, that in me ye 
might have peace. In the world ye 
shall have tribulation: but be of good 
cheer; I have overcome the world. 


CHAPTER XXTI. 
Jesus prays for his Disciples. 


John 17: 1-8. Tuesx words spake Jesus, and lifted 
up his eyes to heaven, and said, Father, 
the hour is come; glorify thy Son, that 

_thy Son also may glorify thee; as thou 
hast given him power over all fiesh, that 
he should give eternal life to as many as 
thou hast given him. And this is life 
eternal, that they might know thee, the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
thou hast sent. 

I have glorified thee on the earth: I 
have finished the work which thou gavest 
me to do. And now, O Father, glorify 
thou me with thine own self with the 
glory which I had with thee before the 
world was. I have manifested thy name 
unto the men which thou gavest me out 
of the world: thine they were, and thou 
gavest them me; and they have kept thy 
word. 

Now they have known that all things 
whatsoever thou hast given me are of 
thee. For I have given unto them the 
words which thou gavest me; and they 
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John 17: 8-17. have received them, and have known 
surely that I came out from thee, and ~ 
they have believed that thou didst send 
me. I pray for them: I pray not for 
the world, but for them which thou hast ~ 
given me; for they are thine. And all 
mine are thine, and thine are mine; and 
I am glorified in them. 

And now I am no more in the world, 
but these are in the world, and-I come 
to thee. Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom thou hast 
given me, that they may be one, as we 
are. While I was with them in the 
world I kept them in thy name: those 
that thou gavest me I have kept, and 
none of them is lost, but the son of per- 
dition; that the Scripture might be ful- 
filled. And now come I to thee; and 
these things I speak in the world, that 
they might have my joy fulfilled in them- 
selves. 

I have given them thy word; and 
the world hath hated them, because 
they are not of the world, even as I am 
not of the world. I pray not that thou 
shouldest take them out of the world, 
but that thou shouldest keep them from 
the evil. They are not of the world, 
even as | am not of the world. Sanctify 
them through thy truth : thy word is truth, 
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John 17: 18-26. As thou hast sent me into the world, 
even so I have also sent them into the 
world. And for their sakes I sanctify 
myself, that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth. 

Neither pray I for these alone, but for 
them also which shall believe on me 
through their word; that they all may 
be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I 
in thee, that they also may be one in us: 
that the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. And the glory which thou 
gavest me [ have given them; that they 
may be one, even as we are one: [| in 
them, and thou in me, that they may be 
made perfect in one; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent me, and 
hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. 

Father, I will that they also, whom 
thou hast given me, be with me where I 
am; that they may behold my glory, which 
thou hast given me: for thou lovedst me 
before the foundation of the world. O 
righteous Father, the world hath not 
known thee: but I have known thee, 
and these have known that thou hast 
sent me. And I have declared unto 
them thy name, and will declare it; that 
the love wherewith thou hast loved me 
may be in them, and I in them. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


Leaving the supper-room, Jesus and his Disciples go to the Mount 
of Olives, and on the way he again warns Peter that he will 
deny him. 


Matt. 26:30. AND when they had sung a hymn, 
they went out into the Mount of Olives. 
Mark 14: 27. And . 
Matt, 26: 31. then saith Jesus unto them, All ye 
shall be offended because of me this 
night: for it is written, [ will smite the 
Shepherd, and the sheep of the flock 
shall be scattered abroad. 
Mark 14: 28. But after that I am risen 
Matt. 26: 32. again, I will go before you into Galilee. 
Mark 14: 29. But Peter , 
Matt. 26:33. answered and said unto him, Though 
all men shall be offended because of thee, — 
yet will I never be offended ; 
31. although all shall be offended, yet 
will not I. And Jesus saith unto him, 
Verily I say unto thee, that this day, 
even in this night, before the cock crow 
twice, thou shalt deny me thrice.

And he said unto him, Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee, both into prison, 
and to death. And he said, I tell thee, 
Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, 
before that thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest me. 

And he said unto them, When I sent 
you without purse, and scrip, and shoes, 
lacked ye anything? And they said, 
Nothing. Then said he unto them, But 
now, he that hath a purse, let him take 
it, and likewise his scrip; and he that 
hath no sword, let him sell his garment, 
and buy one.

And Simon Peter stood and warmed 
himself. They said therefore unto him, 
Art not thou also one of his disciples ? 

And after a little while another saw 
him and said, Thou art also of them. 
And Peter said, Man, I am not. 

And he denied it again, 
with an oath. 
He denied it, and said, I am not, 
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. L do not know the man. 


And about the space of one hour after 

another confidently affirmed, saying, Of 
a truth this fellow also was with him; 
for he is a Galilean. 
And after a while came unto him, they 
that stood by, and said to Peter, Surely 
thou also art one of them, for thy speech 
bewrayeth thee. 

And a little after, they that stood by 
said again to Peter, Surely thou art one 
of them, for thou art a Galilean, and thy 
speech agreeth thereto. 3 

One of the servants of the high priest, 
being his kinsman whose ear Peter cut 
off, saith, Did’ not I see thee in the gar- 
den with him? 

But 

Peter then denied again, 

and Peter said, Man, I know not what 
thou sayest. 

Then began he to curse and to swear, 
saying, | know not the man. 

He began to curse and to swear, saying, 
I know not this man of whom ye speak. 

And immediately while he yet spake 
the cock crew

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And after that they had mocked him, 
they took the robe off from him, 

and when they had mocked him, they 
took off the purple from him, 


. and put his own raiment on him, - 


put his own clothes on him, 


. and led him away— 
. and led him out to crucify him. 


And he bearing his cross went forth. 
And as they came out, 
and as they led him away, 
they found a man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name, 7 
who passed by, coming out of the coun- 
try, the father of Alexander and Rufus, 
him they compelled to bear his cross. 
They laid hold upon, 
and they compel one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
and on him they laid the cross, that 
he might bear it after Jesus, 


pany of people, and of women, which 
also bewailed and lamented him. But 
Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters 
of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep 
for yourselves, and for your children. 
For, behold, the days are coming, in the 
which they shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave suck.

And when they were come unto a place 
called Golgotha, that is to say, a place of 
a skull, they gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall; and when he had 
tasted thereof he would not drink. 

And they gave him to drink wine 
mingled with myrrh; but he received it 
not. 


. And when they were come to the place 
. where they crucified him, 
. which is called Calvary, there they eru- 


cified him, 


. and two others with him, 


(the malefactors), one on the right 
hand and the other on the left— 


18—22. on either side one, and Jesus in the 


midst. And Pilate wrote a title and 
put it on the cross, and the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then read many 


of the Jews; for the place where Jesus 
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was crucified was nigh to the city; and 
it was written in Hebrew and Greek and 
Latin. Then said the chief priests of 
the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King 
of the Jews: but that he said, I am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered, 
What I have written, I have written. 
And they crucified him, 
and the people stood beholding. 
And when they had crucified him, 
then the soldiers .... took his gar- 
ments, 
and 
they 
parted his garments, 

and made four parts, to every soldier 
a part, 

casting lots upon them what every man 
should take. 
24, And also his coat; now the coat was 
without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it whose it shall be; that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled which saith, 
They parted my raiment among them 
and for my vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the soldiers did ; 

and they parted his raiment and cast 
lots, 

that it might be fulfilled’ which was 
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spoken by the prophets, They parted my 


garments among them, and upon my 


vesture did they cast lots. 

And it was the third hour and they 
crucified him. 

And sitting down they watched him 
there, and set up over his head his accu- 
sation written, THis 1s JESUS, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. ; 

And the superscription of his accusa- 
tion 

also was written over him in letters 
of Greek and Latin and Hebrew, This is 
the King of the Jews. 

Then were there two thieves crucified 
with him,

other on his left. And the Scripture 
was fulfilled which saith, And he was 
numbered with the transgressors. And 
they that passed by railed on him, 


39, 40. and.... reviled him, wagging their 


heads, and saying,

and buildest it in three days, save thy- 
self, and come down from the cross. 

If thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the cross. 

Likewise also the chief priests, mock- 
ing, said among themselves, with the 
scribes

If he be the King of 
Israel, let him now come down from the 
cross, and we will believe him ; 

let Christ, the King of Israel, de- 
scend now from the cross that we may 
see and believe. 

He trusted in God; let him deliver 
him now, if he will have him; for he 
said, I am the Son of God. 

And the rulers also with them derided 
him, saying, He saved others, let him 
save himself, if he be Christ, the chosen 
of God. 

The thieves also, which were crucified 
with him cast the same in his teeth ; 

and they that were crucified with him 

reviled him. 
37. And the soldiers also mocked him, 
coming to him and offering him vinegar, 
and saying, If thou be the King of the 
Jews, save thyself. 

Then said Jesus, Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do. 

27. Now there stood by the cross of Jesus 
his mother, and his mother’s sister, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene.

resurrection, and went into the holy city, 

and appeared unto many.

Mark 15:41. who, also, when he was in Galilee, 
followed him and ministered unto him, 
and many other women which came with | 
him unto Jerusalem 

Luke 23: 49. stood afar off, beholding these things. 
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CHAPTER XXXI. 
The Burial of Jesus. 


AND behold there was a man named 
Joseph, 
a rich man of Arimathea, 
a city of the Jews, 
a counselor, 
an honorable counselor, 
51. and he was a good man and a just 
(the same had not consented to the coun- 
sel and deed of them) ; 
who also himself was Jesus’ disciple, 
which also waited for the kingdom of 
God, 
being a disciple of Jesus, but secretly 
for fear of the Jews.

after this, 


. when the even was come, there came 
. this man, 


43. because it was the preparation, that 
is, the day before the Sabbath, and went

away the body of Jesus. 
45. And Pilate marveled if he were 
already dead, and calling unto him the 
centurion, he asked him whether he had

then Pilate commanded the body to be - 
delivered. i 


. And Pilate gave him leave ; 
. he gave the body to Joseph. 


(Now in the place where he was cruci- 
fied there was a garden, and in the gar- 
den a new sepulchre wherein was never 
man yet laid.) 


. He came therefore 
. and he bought fine linen, 
. and took the body of Jesus ; 


took him down, and wrapped him in 
the linen. 

And there eame also Nicodemus 
(which at the first came to Jesus by 
night), and brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about a hundred pound 
weight. Then took they the body of 
Jesus, and wound it in linen clothes 
with the spices, as the manner of the 
Jews is to bury. 

And when Joseph had taken the body, 
he took it down and wrapped it in linen, 
60. he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, 
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and laid it in his own new tomb, which 
he had hewn out in the rock ; 

laid it in a sepulchre that was hewn in 
stone, 


. out of a rock, 
. wherein never man before was laid, 


and rolled a stone unto the door of the 
sepulchre ; 

he rolled a great stone to the door of 
the sepulchre, and departed. 

And that day was the preparation, and 
the Sabbath drew on. 

There laid they Jesus therefore, be- 
cause of the Jews’ preparation day ; for 
the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

And there was Mary Magdalene and 
the other Mary, 

the mother of Joses, 
sitting over against the sepulchre, - 
and... . beheld where he was laid. 
56. And the women also, which came 
with him from Galilee, followed after, 
and beheld the sepulchre and how his 
body was laid. And they returned and 


-prepared spices and ointments, and rested 


the Sabbath day according to the com- 
mandment. 

63. Now the next day that followed the 
day of the preparation, the chief’ priests 
and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, 
saying, Sir, we remember that that de- 
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Matt. 27: 63-66. ceiver said while he was yet alive, - 
After three days I will rise again. Com- 
mand therefore that the sepulchre be 
made sure until the third day, lest his 
disciples come by night and steal him 
away, and say unto the people, He is 
risen from the dead; so the last error 
shall be worse than the first. Pilate 
said unto them, Ye have a watch; go 
your way, make it as sure as ye can. 
So they went, and made the sepulchre 
sure, sealing the stone, and setting a 
watch 
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CHAPTER XXXII. 


Incidents of the Resurrection. Early on the first day of the week, 
Mary Magdalene and other Women, coming to the Sepulchre 
with the spices which they had prepared, found the stone rolled 
away, whereupon Mary Magdalene ran back to tell Peter and 
John, who immediately returned with her to the Sepulchre. 
Finding the Tomb empty, Peter and John went back again to 
their own home, but Mary remained and Jesus revealed himself 


to her.

Peter, and to the other disciple, whom 
Jesus loved, and saith unto them, They 
have taken away the Lord out of the 
sepulchre, and we know not where they 
have laid him. Peter therefore went 
forth, and that other disciple, and came 
to the sepulchre. So they ran both to- 
gether: and the other disciple did out- 
run Peter, and came first to the sepulchre. 
And he stooping down, and looking in, 
saw the linen clothes lying; yet went he 
not in. Then cometh Simon Peter fol- 
lowing him, and went into the sepulchre, 
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John 20: 6-11. and seeth the linen clothes lie, and 
the napkin, that was about his head, not 
lying with the linen clothes, but wrapped 
together in a place by itself. Then went 
in also that other disciple, which came 
first to the sepulchre, and he saw, and 
believed. Tor as yet they knew not the 
Scripture, that he must rise again from 
the dead. Then the disciples went away 
again unto their own home. But 

Matt. 16: 9. now, when Jesus was risen early the 
first day of the week, he appeared first to 
Mary Magdalene, out of whom he had 
cast seven devils. 

John 20: 11-15. Mary stood without at the sepulchre 
weeping: and as she wept, she stooped 
down, and looked into the sepulchre, and 
seeth two angels in white sitting, the one 
at the head, and the other at the feet, 
where the body of Jesus had lain. And 
they say unto her, Woman, why weepest 
thou? 

She saith unto them, Because they 
have taken away my Lord, and I know 
.not where they have laid him. And 
when she had thus said, she turned 
herself back, and saw Jesus standing, 
and knew not that it was Jesus. 
Jesus saith unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou? Whom seekest thou? 
She, supposing him to be the gardener, 
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John 20: 15-17. saith unto him, Sir, if thou have 
borne him hence, tell me where thou 
hast laid him, and I will take him away. 

Jesus saith unto her, Mary. 

She turned herself, and saith unto 
him, Rabboni; which is to say, Master. 

Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not; 
for I am not yet ascended to my Father; 
but go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and 
your Father; and to my God, and your 
God. | 

Mark 16:10. And she went and told them that had 
been with him, as they mourned and 
wept. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 


Incidents of the Resurrection continued. After Mary Magda- 
lene had left them to tell Peter and John, the other Women 
went on to the Sepulchre, and finding it empty, saw the visions 
of Angels, who bade them tell the Disciples that Jesus was 
risen, and would meet them in Galilee. Returning with this 
message, Jesus met them in the way, having previously revealed 
himself to Mary Magdalene, who had reached the Tomb again 
with Peter and John probably just after they left. 


Luke 24: 1-8. Now upon the first day of the week, 
very early in the morning, they came 
unto the sepulchre..... And they 
found the stone rolled away from the 
sepulchre. And they entered in, and 
found not the body of the Lord Jesus. 
And it came to pass, as they were much 
perplexed thereabout, behold, two men 
stood by them in shining garments; 
and as they were afraid, and bowed 
down their faces to the earth, they said 
‘unto them, Why seek ye the living 
among the dead? He is not here, 
but is risen: remember how he spake 
unto you when he was yet in Galilee, 
saying, The Son of man must be de- 
livered into the hands of sinful men, 


and be crucified, and the third day

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rise again. And they remembered his’ 
words. 

And entering into the sepulchre they 
saw a young man sitting on the right 
side clothed in a long white garment; 
and they were affrighted. 

And the angel answered and said unto 
the women, Fear not ye! for I know » 
that ye seek Jesus which was erucified ; 
he is not here, for he is risen as he said; 
come, see the place where the Lord lay. 


: 6,7. And he saith unto them, Be not 


affrighted: ye seek Jesus of Nazareth 
which was crucified: he is risen; he is 
not here: behold the place where they 
laid him. But go your way, 


. and go quickly, and tell his disciples 


and Peter, 
that he is risen from the dead, and 
behold } 
that he goeth before you into Galilee: 
there shall ye see him, as he said unto 


you; 


: 7, 3. * there shall ye see him; lo! I have 


told you. And they departed quickly 
from the sepulchre with fear and great 
joy, and did run to bring his disciples 
word. ~ 3 

And they went out quickly, and fled 
from the sepulchre, for they trembled 
and were amazed: neither said they 
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anything to any man, for they were 
afraid ; 

and returned from the sepulchre and 
told all these things unto the eleven, and 
to all the rest. 


Matt. 28: 9-15. And as they went to tell his dis-

ciples, behold, Jesus met them, saying, 
All hail. And they came and held him 
by the feet, and worshipped him. Then 
said Jesus unto them, Be not afraid: go 
tell my brethren that they go into Gali- 
lee, and there shall they see me. 

Now when they were going, behold, 
some of the watch came into the city, 
and showed unto the chief priests all 
the things that were done. And when 
they were assembled with the elders, 
and had taken counsel, they gave large 
money unto the soldiers, saying, Say 
ye, His disciples came by night, and 
stole him away while we slept. And if 
this come to the governor’s ears, we will 
persuade him, and secure you. So they 
took the money, and did as they were 


taught: and this saying is commonly 


reported among the Jews until this 
day. 

It was Mary Magdalene and Joanna 
and Mary the mother of James, and 
other women that were with them which 
told all these things unto, the apostles, 
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and their words seemed to them as idle 
tales, and they believed them not. 
John 20:18. Mary Magdalene came and told the 
. disciples that she had seen the Lord, and 
that he had spoken these things unto her. 

And they, when they had heard that 
he was alive, and had been seen of her, 
believed not.

CHAPTER XXXIV. 


Resurrection continued. Mary Magdalene and 


the other Women having returned from the Sepulchre with the 
news that they had seen Jesus, Peter again visits the Sepulchre 
alone, at which time Jesus probably revealed himself to him, 
as recorded 1 Cor. 15:5. Afterward he appeared to two of 
the Disciples as they went to Emmaus.

the sepulchre; and stooping down he 
beheld the linen clothes laid by them- 
selves and departed, wondering in him- 
self at that which was to come to pass.

Luke 24: 16-24. But their eyes were holden that they 
should not know him. And he said 
unto them, What manner of communica- 
tions are these that ye have one to an- 
other, as ye walk, and are sad? 

And-the one of them, whose name was 
Cleopas, answering said unto him, Art 
thou only a stranger in Jerusalem? and - 
hast not known the things which are 
come to pass there in these days ? 

And he said unto them, What things ? 

And they said unto him, Concerning 
Jesus of Nazareth, which was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word before God, 
and all the people; and how the chief 
priests, and our rulers, delivered him to 

_-be condemned to death, and have eruci- 
fied him. But we trusted that it had been 
he which should have redeemed Israel : 
and beside all this, to-day is the third 
day since these things were done. 
Yea, and certain women also of our com- 
pany, made us astonished, which were 
early at the sepulchre; and when they 
found not his body, they came, saying, 
that they had also seen a vision of angels, 
which said that he was alive. And cer- 
tain of them which were with us went to 
the sepulchre, and found it even so as 
the women had said; but him they saw 
not. 
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Luke 24: 25-34. Then he said unto them, O fools, 
and slow of heart, to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken!

Jesus revealed himself 
to the Disciples as they sat at meat on the evening of the first 
day of the week. Thomas, being absent, doubted the fact of his 
resurrection. Light days after Jesus appeared again to them, 

and Thomas, being present, had his doubts removed.

And when 
he had said this, he breathed on them, 
and saith unto them, Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost: whosesoever sins ye remit, 
they are remitted unto them; and whose- 
soever sins ye retain, they are retained. 

Mark 16: 15-18. And he said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature.

Incidents after the Resurrection. Jesus appeared to a portion of 
lis Disciples at the Sea of Tiberias, and restored Peter again 
to his ministry. The Disciples then went into Galilee, where 
Jesus met them, and he again commissioned them to preach the 
Gospel to every creature. 


John 21: 1-5. Arrer these things Jesus showed 
himself again to the disciples at the sea 
of Tiberias; and on this wise showed he 
himself. There were together Simon 
Peter, and Thomas called Didymus, and 
Nathanael of Cana in (Galilee, and the 
sons of Zebedee, and two other of his 
disciples. Simon Peter saith unto them, 
I go a-fishing. 

They say unto him, We also go with 
thee. 

They went forth, and entered into a 
ship immediately; and that night they 
caught nothing. 

But when the morning was now come, 
Jesus stood on the shore; but the dis- 
ciples knew not that it was Jesus. Then 
Jesus saith unto them, Children, have 
ye any meat / 


They answered him, No. 
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John 21: 6-13. And he said unto them, Cast the net 
on the right side of the ship, and ye 
shall find. 

They cast therefore, and now they 
were not able to draw it for the multi- 
tude of fishes. Therefore that disciple 
whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, It 
is the Lord. Now when Simon Peter 
heard that it was the Lord, he girt his 
fisher’s coat unto him (for he was 
naked), and did cast himself into the 
sea. And the other disciples came in a 
little ship (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cubits), 
dragging the net with fishes. 

As soon then as they were come to 
land, they saw a fire of coals there, and 
fish laid thereon, and bread. Jesus 
saith unto them, Bring of the-fish which 
ye have now caught. 

Simon Peter went up, and drew the 
net to land full of great fishes, a hun- 
dred and fifty and three: and for all 
there were so many, yet was not the net - 
broken. 

Jesus saith unto them, Come and 
dine. 

And none of the disciples durst ask 
him, Who art thou? knowing that it 
was the Lord. Jesus then cometh, and 
taketh bread, and giveth them, and fish 
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John 21: 14-19. likewise. This is now the third time 
that Jesus showed himself to his dis- 
ciples, after that he was risen from the 
dead. 

So when they had dined, Jesus saith 
to Simon Peter, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thon me more than these? He 

- saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest 
that I love thee. He saith unto him, 
Feed my lambs. 

He saith to him again the second time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou 
knowest that I love thee. He saith 
unto him, Feed my sheep. 

He saith unto him the third time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved because he said unto 
him the third time, Lovest thou me? 
And he said unto him, Lord, thou 
knowest all things; thou knowest that 
I love thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed 
my sheep. Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, when thou wast young, thou gird- 
est thyself, and walkedst whither thou 
wouldest: but when thou shalt be old, 
thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and 
another shall gird thee, and carry thee 
whither thou wouldest. not. 

This spake he, signifying by what 
death he should glorify God. And 
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John 21: 19-24. when he had spoken this, he saith 
unto him, Follow me. 

Then Peter, turning about, seeth the 
disciple whom Jesus loved following; 
which also leaned on his breast at sup- 
per, and said, Lord, which is he that 
betrayeth thee? Peter seeing him saith 
to Jesus, Lord, and what shall this man 
do? Jesus saith unto him, If-I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is that 
to thee? follow thou me. 

Then went this saying abroad among 
the brethren, that that disciple should 
not die: yet Jesus said not unto him, 
He shall not die; but, If I will that he 
tarry till I come, what is that to thee? 
This is the disciple which testifieth of 
these things, and wrote these things: and 
we know that his testimony iS true. 

Matt. 28: 16-20. Then the eleven disciples went away 
into Galilee, into a mountain where 
Jesus had appointed them. And when 
they saw him, they worshiped him; but 


some doubted. And Jesus came and 


spake unto them, saying, All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
, Ghost; teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
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you; and lo! I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world. Amen. 

Luke 24:49. And, behold, I send the promise of 
my Father upon you; but tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued 
with power from on high. 

Acts 1: 5. For John truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence. 


CHAPTER XXXVILI. 


The Ascension of Jesus into Heaven ; and the General Summary

Luke 24:50. AND 3 

Acts 1: 6. when they therefore were come together, 

Luke 24:50. he led them out as far as to Bethany, 

and 

Acts 1: 6-9. they asked of him, saying, Lord wilt 
thou at this time restore again the king- 
dom to Israel? And he said unto them, 
It is not for you to know the times or 
the seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. But ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you; and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. And when 
he had spoken these things 

Luke 24:50, 51. he lifted up his hands and hlesaee 
them. And it came to pass, while he 
blessed them, he was parted from them, 
and carried up into heaven ; 

Acts 1: 9-11. while they beheld, he was taken up, 
and a cloud received him out of their 
sight. And while they looked stead- 
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fastly toward heaven as he went up, be- 
hold, two men stood by them in white 
apparel; which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus which is taken 
up from you into heaven, shall so come 
in like manner as ye have seen him go 
into heaven. 

So then, after the Lord had spoken 
unto them, he was received up into 
heaven, and sat on the right hand of 


God, 


and they worshiped him. And 


. then returned they unto 
. Jerusalem with great joy, 


from the mount called Olivet (which 
is from Jerusalem a Sabbath day’s 
journey), 

and were continually in the temple 
praising and blessing God. 

And they went forth and preached 
everywhere, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with 
signs following. Amen. 

And many other signs truly did Jesus 
in the presence of his disciples, which 
are not written in this book. 

He showed himself alive after his pas- 
sion by many infallible proofs, being seen 
of them forty days, and speaking of the 
things pertaining to the kingdom of God. 
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John 21:25. And there are also many other things © 
which Jesus did, the which, if they 
should be written every one, I suppose 
that even the world itself could not con- 
tain the books that should be written. 

John 20:31. But these are written, that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ the Son 
of God; and that believing ye might 
have life through his name. —- 

John 21: 25. Amen.
